About three montha ego the Hong Kong facility 
was completely reorganized and Mr. Loh was requested to return to Shanghai but he re- 
signed insteed. The Nanyeng Company recently began the sale of a blended cigarette 
using US grown burley tobacco and as a result is now the leading cigarette manufacturer 
in the colony, considerably ahead of its chief competitors, the British-American Tobacco 
Company and the Hong Kong Cigarette Company.
